clearances* However, after careful consideration^ including 
an interview with Shapiro ^ AEG .has advised that it plans no " 
further action at this time. 

Under these circumstances^ we are discontinuing our 
active investigation of the subjects We willj^ of course » 
continue to keep interested agencies advised of any pertinent 
information concerning the subj ect which may be received from 
our sources.
